cw. Both weekends still have some open slots 
needing an NCS. If you are a true-blue phone 
type, why not help out the NCCC by volunteering 
4 hours as an NCS during the cw weekend, and 
vice versa for you cw diehards. Contact any of 
the coordinators and they can get you worked 
into the schedule. 

If everybody will use the same format when 
reporting into the net, it sure makes life lots 
easier for all concerned. Here's the suggested 
approach: First, direct a call either to the 
NCS (if you know who it happens to be) or to 
WR6ADM. Follow that with your own callsign. 
This gives the NCS time to run back across the 
room from wherever he was and be ready to write 
down what you're about to report. Next, give 
the band. The NCS keeps his list arranged by 
bands so he can read it back in an organized 
fashion. This lets him know where on his paper 
to write the upcoming info. Then give the DX 
callsign phonetically. This makes sure he gets 
it right. Follow that with the exact frequency. 
You need to say the info only once. If the NCS 
something, he'll ask you for a repeat.
